S UCH was the expoſtulation made by 1 
the God of Heaven, in language which | 
for ſublimity of idea and majeſty of de- 9 
{cription can never be exceeded, to a þ 
blind, ſenſeleſs, and obdurate people—a 
people who had refuſed to hearken to | 
any admonition—had refuſed to give heed © 
B to | 


OO us — — 
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to the moſt awful, the moſt portentous 
warnings : they had a revolting and a re— 
bellious heart—they were revolted and 
gone! „Hear ye this,“ ſays the divine 
monitor, * O fooliſh people and without 
underſtanding, which have eyes and ſec 
not, which have cars and hear not. Fear 
ye not ME ? Will ye not acknowledge 
my omnipotence ? Will ye not do homage 
and pay allegiance to the Almighty King 
of Kings, the Creator, the Lord, the 
Judge of Heaven and earth, whoſe eyes 
are on all the children of men, and whoſc 


works praiſe him for ever?“ * 


But the words before us are of general, 
of univerſal application. The whole 
world is full of the greatneſs and glory of 
God—let all the W of the world 
{tand in awe of Him! 


There 1s no part of created nature, 
which, if conſidered aright, does not ſhew 
forth the wonders of the Creator's hand.

But the traces of that Almighty Power 
are no where written in more diſtinct and 
legible characters, than where we are 
enabled to contemplate all the marvellous 
properties, the ſtupendous appearances, 
the flux and reflux, the unruffled ſurface, 
or the ſtormy terrors of the GREAT DEEP. 
Whether we conſider it as merely pre- 
ſenting to our view the moſt magnificent 
objects which the organs of human percep- 
tion can behold—or whether we contem- 
plate it with a relation to the comfort, the 
ſafety, the ſuſtenance, the honour of na- 
tions, as the ſcene of their commercial 
exertions, or the theatre of their heroic 
bravery, ſtill our thoughts aſcend, by a 
natural and neceſſary gradation, to HIM, 
whoſe way is in the ſea, and whoſe path 
is in the great waters—to Him, whom 
Angels and Archangels praiſe and magnify 
as with the voice of a great multitude, 
and as the voice of many waters, and as 
the voice of mighty thunderings, ſaying 
+ Hallelujah, for the Loxp Gop Omnipo- 

B 2 tent 
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tent reigneth !' How ſplendid, how au- 
guſt 1s the deſcription, given by his own 
ſacred voice out of the whirlwind on this 
aſtoniſhing ſubject! Who,“ faith he, 
ſhut up the ſea with bars, when it brake 
forth, as if it had iſſued out of the womb, 
when I made the cloud the garment 
thereof, and thick darkneſs as a ſwaddling 
band for it, and brake up for it my de- 
creed place, and ſet bars and doors, and 
ſaid, ©* Hitherto ſhalt thou come and no fur- 
* ther—and here ſhall thy proud waves be 
* layed?” 


But in the figurative language of holy 
ſcripture, which often ſpeaks of the mo- 
ral world under images borrowed from 
the natural, we find the tumultuous per- 
turbation of the ſea applied, as a ſignificant 
emblem, to the wickedneſs, the folly, 
and the rebellion of mankind—and the 
divine ſupremacy over that raging ele- 
ment we find made uſe of to convey an 
idea of that pre-eminent and controlling 

power,

power, which ſcattercth the proud in the 
imagination of their hearts. Thus the 
divine and animated Ifaiah—* Woe to 
the multitude of many people, which 
made a noiſe like the noiſe of the tea ; 
and to the ruſhing of nations, that make 
a ruſhing, lite the ruſhing of mighty Wwa- 
ters! The nations ſhall ruſh, like the 
ruſhing of mighty waters; but God ſhall 
rebuke them, and they ſhall flee far oft, 
and ſhall be chaſed as the chaff of the 
mountains before the wind, and as a 
rolling thing before the whirlwind.” 
Thus too the ſweet pſalmiſt of Iſrael, 
blending the ſign with the thing ſignified, 
ſpeaks of the divine power, both in a me- 
taphorical and in a literal ſenſe. —** Thou 
ſtilleſt the raging of the ſea, the noiſe of 
its waves, and the madneſs of the people. 
The waves of the ſca are mighty, and rage 
horribly—but yet theLorD, who dwelleth 
on high, is mightier. If it had not been 
the Lord who was on our ſide when men 
roſe up againſt us, then the waters had 

drowned 
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drowned us, and the ſtream had gone over 
our ſoul—the deep waters of the proud 
had gone even over our ſoul.” In the 
very tame ſtyle of myſtical alluſion, our 
blefied Lord himſelf, in his ſolemn pre— 
dictions of events that ſhould afterwards 
be fulfilled, (poſlibly thoſe which at this 
very moment have their awful comple- 
tion) thus addreſſed his diſciples “ There 
ſhall be ſigns” faith He, „in the ſun, 
and in the moon, and in the ſtars, and 
upon earth diſtreſs of nations with per- 
plexity, the ſea and the waves roaring— 
men's hearts failing them for fear, and 
for looking after thoſe things which ſhall 
come upon the earth.” 


The application ef theſe paſſages of 
holy ſcripture appears to be unſtrained, 
and natural; and it is this—** That the 
preſumption of man 1s controlled and 
regulated by the coercive power of God— 
that, although for purpoſes known to the 
divine omnitcience, and ſometimes clear 

even 
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even to human comprehenſion, the tem- 
peſtuous violence of wicked men may 
for a while prevail, there are bounds aſ- 
ſigned them, beyond which, although no 
viſible power reſtrains them, they cannot 


paſs, neither can they return to trouble 


the earth. Hitherto ſhalt thou come, 
ſaith the over-ruling voice, but no further 
—here ſhall thy pride and thine audacity 
be ſtayed. Without any apparent decreale, 
either of power to hurt, or of impetuoſity 
to aſſail, yet at my word the waters of 
the raging ſea ſhall abate, and ſhallretire.”” 
And the grand leſſon both to the op- 
preſſed and their oppreſſors, to thoſe who 
ſuffer evils, and thoſe who inflict them, 
is, FEAR GOD. Let arrogance. be 
humbled, and huſhed be the murmurings 
of miſtruſt! Acknowledge oNE higher 
than the higheſt, mightier than the migh- 
tieſt, at whoſe word the tempeſt rages, 
and at whoſe word it ceaſes, and there is 
a calm. Behold and ſee, that the winds 
and the waves obey him. Let every 

mouth 
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mouth be ſtopped, —let every tongue be 
ſubject to the judgment of God. Fear 
him.—Fear the Loxp. Tremble at His 
preſence, who hath placed the ſand for 
the bound of the ſea, by a perpetual de- 
cree that it cannot paſs it, and though 
the waves thereof toſs themſelves, yet can 


they not prevail, though they roar, yet 
can they not paſs over it. 


In this ſenſe let me ſubmit the words 
of my text to my beloved brethen, as an 
awful memento that the power of God 
and his dominion are ſupreme : that Hz 
is King, be the people never ſo impatient, 
be the earth never ſo unquiet : that 
there is no ambition, which he cannot 
reſtrain, no pride, which he cannot abaſe, 
no project, which he cannot defeat and 
overthrow. 


But as the practical inſtruction derived 
from facts, far outweighs any theoretical 
and ſpeculative concluſions, let us advert 


to

to what is at this moment paſting in the 
world, —to events, on which the whole 
attention of mankind is rivetted. Let 
me direct your thoughts, or rather let me 
follow them, whither they have in all 
probability preceded me, to the LAND oF 
EcyeT —the early ſcene of God Al- 
mighty's wonders, —the country, where 
his marvellous acts were in ancient times 
ſeen in their moſt diſtinguiſhed luſtre ; 
where the laws of nature were controlled, 
and the world and its elements fought 
againſt the unwiſe ; where blaſphemy, 
pride, and arrogance fell before Gop ; 
where he demonſtrated himſelf mighty 
to ſave, and at the ſame time mighty to 
puniſh. 


To this land, which was once ſo cele- 
brated both in ſacred and in profane hiſ- 
tory, but which afterwards for a long pe- 
riod of time was immerſed in barbariſm, 


and veiled in darkneſs and obſcurity, the. 


gicantic ſtrides of ambition have con- 
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ducted our enemies. Their feet now 


ſtand on that very ſpot, where, from the 
towers of Memphis, a proud and fero— 
cious tyrant frowned defiance againſt the 
people of God,—where he ſhut his eyes, 
and cloſed his ears, and hardened his 
heart againſt all the demonſtrations of 
omnipotence. Out of the ruins of that 
ancient ſeat of Kings, a new and imperial 
city has ariſen, with increaſed magnih- 
cence and ſplendor : a city, unequalled 


in its extent, unequalled in its population: 


a city, the pompous deſcriptions of which 


more reſemble the ſplendid tiſſue of ori- 


ental fiction, than the ſober narrative of 
truth*. 'I hither did an adventurous Chief- 
tain conduct his myriads. There, at this 
moment, encircled with every danger 
that the moſt inventive imagination can 
conceive, he beholds his fainting legions, 
and fighs for his native country. There, 

diſheartened

diſheartened by the murmurs of his un- 
happy comrades, and by the evaneſcence 
of his airy viſions of glory, he ſupports his 
dubious exiſtence. There, where the 
Almighty ſmote the pride of Pharaoh, 
„ the Conqueror of Italy” awaits his 
doom : a man, of whom when poſterity 
ſhall ſpeak, they will ſpeak with wonder, 
with pity, and with abhorrence—they 
will deſcribe him, and perhaps without 
exaggeration, as a Chief of unqueſtioned 
bravery, of ſuperior talents and endow- 
ments, of a moſt comprehenſive and lu- 
minous mind —as a General, fertile in 
expedients and ſtratagems —daring, ac- 
tive, indefatigable — whoſe early at- 
chievements diffuſed around his character 
a more than common luſtre, and whoſe 
vaſt ideas led him to form projects of 
romantic enterprize, which none bur 
himſelf would have attempted, and 
which not his own extraordinary powers 
could accompliſh. To the land of Egypt 
his ſhort but brilliant carcer has carried 

52 him: 
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him: and there, we have little reaſon to 
doubt, he will find a ſpeedy termination 
to all his-greatneſs*, Even now, deprived 
of his main ſupport, and cut off from all 
poſſibility of naval co-operation, the baf- 
fled warrior ſtands “ like a beacon on the 
mountains — like a ſolitary tower in the 
wilderneſs, expoſed by that dangerous 
eminence to more immediate deſtruction 
from the ſtormy wind, and from the 
thunderbolt of heaven. 'The Almighty 
has placed barriers againſt him and his 
army, beyond which their foaming im- 
petuoſity cannot proceed. Already do 
the words of the prophet preſent them- 
{elves to our recollection — ö Lo, the 
people are gone, becauſe of deſtruc- . 
tion — Egypt ſhall gather them up — 
Memphis ſhall 5zry them.“ 


To a generous foe, (and certainly he 
of whom we ſpeak is of a character to 
intereſt 


There is every reason to believe, that on this subject 
tonjecture has given place to certainty, (December 18, 1798.) 
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intereſt the human mind) we feel our- 
ſelves induced to look, in ſpite of every 
prejudice, with ſome degree of reſpect 
and admiration“. But, alas, the honours 
of this Invader are ſullied—his laurels 
fade and wither—his glory is debaſed and 
tarniſhed, by the moſt horrible impiety, 
the moſt inſulting blaſphemies, the moſt 
audacious defiance, uttered againſt the 
Lord, and againſt his Chriſt. —He, who 
at the overthrow of papal Rome did 
homage to the croſs of Jeſus, and boaſted 
of his veneration for chriſtianity, now, 
amidſt an unbelieving nation, wantonly, 
and as it were for the mere ſake of of- 
tending, tramples under his feet the ſa- 
cred ſymbol of redemption. He abjures 
the religion of his fathers. He rejects, de- 
nies, renounces the Saviour of the world. 
In the vain and fallacious hope, that he 
ſhall gain to his cauſe the ** armies of the 


; aliens, 


* The Author thinks it necessary to observe that this attempt 
to delineate the character of Buonaparte was made previously to

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aliens,“ he has directed his band of wan- 
derers to profeſs their faith in Mahomet, 
and their reſpect for the wild legends of 
Arabian impoſture. And will not thou 
viſit for theſe things, O Lorp Gop of 
Hoſts ? And ſhall not thy foul be avenged 
on ſuch profanation as this? Thou, who 
amidſt thoſe deſerts didſt manifeſt thy 
power—who there, even there didſt ſhew 
thy marvellous ſtrange wonders—ſcatter- 
ing the oppreſſors in the pride of their 
hearts, and hurling thy thunders at thine 
impious opponent who dared exclaim, 
„ [ know not the Lord**—thou, who as 
it were in perſon, didſt fight the battles 
of thy people, and at laſt, by a mighty, 
complete, and deciſive overthrow, didſt 
miraculouſly deliver thy ſervants, and 
avenge them of their enemies, wilt not 
thou, who reigneſt for ever and ever, {till 
aſſert thine almighty power, ſtill vindicate 
the honour of thy great name ? 


Fear not, my brethren, God will moſt 
aſſuredly 
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aſſuredly ariſe and maintain his own 
cauſe—he will not forget the voice of 
his enemies, the preſumption of them 
that hate him, increaſing more and more. 
Nay, He. hath ariſen—he hath already 
diſplayed his omnipotence. Already hath 

he crowned the chriſtian banners with 
victory, and renown. The power of God 
and of his faithful ſervant hath triumphed 
gloriouſly. Therefore is our heart filled

with exultation, and our tongue with joy. ' 
| 


They ſaid even among the heathen, 
„The Lonp hath done great things for | 
them.“ Yea, the Lord hath done great i" 
things for us already, whereof we rejoice. fl 
Through every part of this our country | 
the glad tidings have been proclaimed | 
of a victory the molt ſignal, the moſt im- | 
portant, the moſt ſplendid, that ever yet i 
has graced our naval annals—annals in | 
which every character recorded is an hero, 
and every page a memorial of glory. Yes, 
my beloved brethren—** ALmMicuTY Gop 
HAS BLESSED His MajEsTY's ARMS,” — 

. and 
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and the Chief, to whoſe conſummate {kill 
and bravery we owe that bleſſing, is the 
foremoſt to aſcribe honour, on the joyful 
occaſion, to the Lord God omnipotent. 
What a contraſt, between the frantic 
blaſphemy of our enemies, and the pious 
gratitude of our own illuſtrious Com- 
mander! He well knew, and he was 
moſt ready to acknowlege, that there 1s 
nothing in which divine Providence has 
a more direct and deciſive influence, than 
in thoſe events which attend on public 
and national conteſts by war. It is Gop, 
who diſpoſes of the intereſts of nations, 
and in ſo doing ſerves his own great de- 
ſigns in the government of the univerſe. 
In the preſent inſtance, and with all its 
attendant circumſtances, a victory ſo en- 
tire, ſo brilliant, ſo glorious, ſeems to be 
little leſs than the immediate and direct 
interpoſition of Heaven. None but HE 
Who graſps the ocean in his hand, who 
coyereth the heaven with clouds, who 
bringeth the winds out of his treaſuries, 

none 
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none but He could have given ſuch effi- 
cacy to human exertions none but He 
who hath placed the ſand for the bound 
of the ſea, could thus have controlled the 
pride, the temerity, the preſumption of 
our enemies. It is the Lonp's doing, 
and it is marvellous in our eyes. Praiſed 
be the Lorp daily, even the God who 
helpeth us, and poureth his benefits 
upon us! 


At a moment, when every heart beats 
high with rapture, and when every 
tongue, which 1s not under the malignant 
influence of diſaffection, is eager to al- 
cribe praiſe unto God —at ſuch a mo- 
ment, when our mouths are opened in 
accents of exulting gratitude, our fouls 
muſt ſurely be more than commonly en- 
larged towards our fellow-creatures. We 
are happy ourſelves, and, as far as is poſ- 
ſible, we would ſec others happy. How 
then can we be inſenſible to the diſtreſſes 


of thoſe, who to the very circumſtances 
D which 
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which have occaſioned the public felicity, 
can trace their individual misfortunes? 
How can we, if we have any love, if we 
have any pity, if we are not deaf to the 
voice of Loly Charity, how can we for- 
get their lamentation, their mourning, 
their woe ? 

If the feelings which croud into my 
heart on this affecting ſubje& do not pre- 
vent the power of utterance, I would 
fain lift up my voice (a willing, though 
feeble advocate) in behalf of theſe in- 


tereſting ſufferers. I would fain direct 


your eyes toward their humble abodes; 
I would make you acquainted with their 
miſeries. Behold them, wrapped. in the 
garments of ſorrow : behold them, bowed 
down to the earth with the burthen of 
their griefs! They are deſtitute, afflicted, 
diſconſolate. The ſtorm has burſt upon 
them —they are bereaved of their all. 


No more ſhall the voice of gladneſs be 


heard in their dwellings, The intelli- 
| gence, 


Ws 


gence, that our arms have been crowned 
with glory, come to them, accompanied 
by the ſad tidings, that a duteous fon, a 
fond father, an adored huſband, ſleeps in 
his watery grave — never more to receive 


a. dear parent's bleſſing — never more to 


ſee filial affection mantling the cheek, 
or ſparkling in the vivid eye — never 
more to witneſs that rapturous extacy, 
with which a fond and faithful heart wel- 
comes the return of her beloved! O 
waſte not your lamentations on the dead ! 
Bemoan not thoſe, who are called, and 
called gloriouſly, by their Redeemer, from 
the miſeries of this ſinful world. If 
your tears flow, let them flow for the 
wretched, the deſolate ſurvivors! They 
are orphans and fatherleſs — their mo- 
thers are made widows. You, my bre- 


thren, can rejoice; you can triumph . 
a blaze of ſplendor illuminates your dwell- 


ings; but do you not mark the poor 
mourner, who in the midſt of theſe ebul- 
litions of joy, ſees all joy taken away 
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from her for ever? Do you not feel what 
the glories of England are to coſt her, 
for long, long years of wretchednels ? 
Do you not fee her, ſtraining her chil- 
dren to her boſom, and ( herlelf all in 
tears) bidding them weep no more— 
for though their father is dead, he died 
to ſave his country? Do you not witneſs 
the ſtruggle in her breaſt between the 
tendereſt affectious, and the nobleſt ſen- 
timents of human nature? Between thoſe 
exquiſite feelings, which conjugal love 
alone can know, and that ſacred ardour, 
that ſublime enthuſiaſm, which would 
elevate the ſoul beyond every earthly 
conſideration, and make it know no other 
impulſes, than thoſe of patriotiſm and of 
public zeal * 


O my brethren, even amidſt the chap- 
let of victory thorns are interwoven, 
which wound and pierce the very foul! 
Dreadful, though encircled by the ut- 


moſt ſplendour, dreadful, on minute 
inveſtigation, 


„ 


inveſtigation, are the features of war. 
Amidſt the ſhouts of triumph we may 
hear the ſad and low accents of an- 
guiſh but imperfectly — yet ſtill, ſtill 
they are uttered —and oh let them 
not be uttered in vain! Need I at- 
tempt to awaken your fenlibilities ? 
Need I ſeek for any ardent and empaſli— 
oned words in ſuch a caule as this? No, 
you want not a monitor. You are men, 
you are Britons — you are Chriſtians. 
You, who rejoice in the glories of your 
country, have now an opportunity af— 
forded you to teſtify your ſenſe of Heir 
merits who ſhed their beſt blood in its 
defence — who were champions, who 
were martyrs for England ! 


You, my brethren, in particular, who 
have generouſly armed yourſelves for our 
internal ſafety, are now enabled to ſhew 
a diſtinguiſhed proof of your love, and of 
your attachment to your fellow-labourers 


in a glorious talk, I might urge, that if 
thoſe 
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thoſe calamities are averted, in the event 

of which your wives might be widows, 
and your children fatherleſs, the conduct 
of your brethren in arms, though diſ- 
played in diſtant regions, ( together with 
yet more recent acts of ſimilar bravery 
and correſponding ſucceſs on an adjacent 
coaſt) hath perhaps been the immediate 
cauſe that they are averted. I might 
urge this; but I know the forwardneſs of 
your ready minds. I know that your li- 
berality wants not ſuch motives as theſe, 
to call forth its nobleſt exertions. The 
path of honour and of virtue lies before 


you, and you need no guide for your feet 
in the purſuit of it. 


One method, dearly beloved in Chriſt, 
one only method preſents itſelf, by which 
we can pour balm into the wounded ſpi- 
rit, and revive the fouls that are in adver- 
ſity. It is in our power to diffuſe one ray 


of light into the manſions of forrow; a 


ray of light, imparted to us from above; 
an 


- 
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an emanation from heaven, beſtowed on 
us by a God of mercy, that by our inſtru- 
mentality it may ſhine on the fatherleſs 
and the poor. We can at leaſt reſcue 
theſe innocent ſufferers from the chilling 
gripe of penury: By our generoſity to 
the children, we can at leaſt ſhew the ar- 
dour of affectionate gratitude with which 
we cheriſh the memory of their fathers. 
Chearfully, and with a frankneſs inſepar- 
able from their profeſſional character, 
they truſted the objects of their fondeſt 
love to the patronage of their country. 
They left them to our guardianſhip, no 
pledge exacted, no condition ſtipulated ; 
aſſured that in every Briton they would 
find a friend —a parent. Sacred 1s the 


truſt; and let the records of national li- 


berality demonſtrate, how pioufly it was 
fulfilled. The thought that it would be 
fulfilled, no doubt, gave conſolation to the 
dying warriors, and ſoothed them, when 
on the confines of immortality.

If from that un- 
ſeen world to which your God has called 
you, you are permitted to witneſs what 1s 
pailing here, now, even now, you behold 
your warmeſt wiſhes realiſed. We looked 
to you for protection — you to us for gra- 
titude. You have done your part, and 
you have done it nobly. Your country- 
men, with eager emulation, will dif- 
charge their duty in return.
